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A HOARD  OF 
COINS  FROM  LADAKH 

by  Dr.  Karl  Gabrisch t Mannheim , W.  Germany , NI  #1320 

Summary . The  author  obtained  in  Kalimpong , India  a lot  of 
early  Ladakhi  coins  which  form  such  a homogenous  group  they 
must  be  regarded  as  a hoard  and  consequently  throw  new  light 
on  the  numismatic  history  of  Ladakh  and  sensu  lato  of  Wes- 
tern Tibet s too. 

Ladakh,  a hidden  and  remote  country  behind  the  main  range  of  the  Hima- 
layas , occupies  the  western  portion  of  the  Tibetan  plateau.  Tnhabit- 
tated  mainly  by  people  of  the  Tibetan  race  and  culture,  Ladakh  formed 
an  independent  kingdom  until  1835  AD,  when  the  country  was  conquered  by 
the  Doghra  Rajas  of  Jammu  and  Kashmir.  It  is  now  part  of  the  Republic 
of  India. 

In  the  past  Ladakh  played  an  important  role  in  the  very  lucrative  wool 
trade  between  Tibet  and  Kashmir.  The  coins  in  Ladakh  were  minted  pri- 
marily to  make  payments  in  silver  to  the  merchants  of  Western  Tibet. 

At  this  time  Tibet  was  exporting  more  goods  via  Ladakh  than  it  was  im- 
porting. Hard  to  believe,  that  the  low  development  of  the  country's 
economy  demanded  the  introduction  of  currency  of  its  own  in  Ladakh. 

The  Ladakhi  coins  (and  their  prototypes,  the  earliest  issues  of  Garhwal) 
became  the  readily  accepted  currency  of  Western  Tibet  and  were  still 
in  use  in  the  20th  century.  Later  visitors  of  Western  Tibet  reported 
erroneously  the  small  Ladakhi  fa  'u  or  timasha  as  a Tibetan  coin.  At 
this  time  their  origin  was  not  more  understood.  Cl,  21 

After  Ladakh  had  lost  its  monopoly  in  the  wool  trade,  which  became  di- 
rected on  other  routes,  no  more  coins  were  minted.  FRANCKE  reported 
in  1901  from  Ladakh  that  there  was  no  metallic  currency.  People  paid 
their  taxes  in  corn  and  the  state  use  to  have  ingots  of  silver  in  the 
treasury.  For  paying  the  tribute  to  the  Kashmir  government  the  state 
use  to  collect  Indian  rupees  by  exchanging  salt.  Both  salt  and  tea 
were  used  as  a medium  of  exchange. C31 

The  first  survey  of  the  coinage  of  Ladakh  was  produced  by  C.  K.  PANISH 
in  1970.  LUj  Since  then  further  detailed  numismatic  research  was  done 
by  N.G.  RHODES.  Because  the  coins  of  Garhwal  also  circulated  freely 
in  Western  Tibet  he  directed  his  attention  towards  this  series. C51 
The  earlier  issues  of  Garhwal  without  mint  name  became  the  prototypes 
of  the  Ladakhi  timashas.  Together  with  a detailed  examination  of  these 
Garhwali  prototypes  N.  G.  RHODES  has  in  print  a scholarly  study  of  the 
Coinage  of  Ladakh,  based  among  others  on  the  study  of  this  hoard  too. CGI 

Below  I give  photos  of  three  of  these  earlier  timashas  of  Garhwal  from 
my  collection.  These  coins  were  struck  between  1686-1760  AD  by  the 
rulers  of  Garhwal,  Fateh  Shah  (1684-1717)  and  Pradip  Singh  (1717-1772).

THE  HOARD 

The  hoard  consists  of  a total  of  67  coins.  According  to  the  study  of 
N.  G.  RHODES  it  contains  items  belonging  to  three  known  types  and  one 
unknown  type.  (The  chronology  of  types  as  done  by  N.G,  RHODES.)

The  hoard  contains  14  pieces  of  this  type  which  is  very  rare  from  other 
sources.  Average  weight  of  14  specimens  is  2,27  + 0.043  gm  (2.19-2.31 
gm) . All  coins  are  from  the  same  obverse  die,  but  two  reverse  dies 
were  used.  C T 3 

Aqibat  Mahmud  Khan  was  the  Muslim  title  of  the  king  of  Ladakh.  In  1683 
a Mongolo-Tibetan  army  invaded  Ladakh.  The  Ladakhi  king  ' -bDe-ldan- 
rnam-rgyal'  (1642-1694)  asked  for  help  from  the  Mogul  Governor  of  Kash- 
mir. He  obtained  intervention  of  the  Moghul  troops;  the  invaders  were 
defeated  bu  the  Ladakhi  king  himself  had  to  accept  Islam  which  he  did 
under  the  name  Aqibat  Mahmud.  Khan.  Soon  after  he  returned  to  Buddhism 
although  the  fiction  of  Islam  was  upheld  in  front  of  Moghul  authorities 
C8I.

This  coin  is  unique  in  these  series.  No  other  specimen  is  known.  The 
coin  has  the  obverse  design  of  RHODES'S  type  4 and  the  reverse  of  type 
3.  The  obverse  die  is,  however,  different  from  that  used  for  both 
specimens  of  type  4 Mr.  RHODES  has  seen.  In  addition  the  also  unique 
coin  described  by  Mr.  RHODES  has  a quite  different  reverse  with  the  in- 
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scription  in  Persian  letters  Qalon  Seban  Tondub , Tibet.  [133 

This  inscription  is  a remarkable  feature.  Seban  Tondub  (Ts'e-dban- 
don-grub)  was  the  most  powerful  man  in  the  kingdom  of  Ladakh  and 
served  as  'Prime  Minister'  (in  Tibetan  Kalong)  under  two  Ladakhi  kings: 

T s ' e-brtan-rnam-rgya 1 ( 1782-1802)  and  Ts ’ e-dpal-rnam- rgyal  ( 1802-1837, 
1839-1840).  C93 

One  can  find  a parallel  on  the  coins  of  the  Malla  Kings  of  Bhatgaon 
in  Nepal  some  150  years  earlier.  CIO] 

The  hoard  consists  of  specimens  of  these  four  types  only  which  chrono- 
logically are  the  first  four  types  of  the  Ladakhi  coins  minted  in  the 
capital  of  Ladakh,  LEH. 

There  seems  little  doubt,  however,  that  coins  were  struck  in  Ladakh 
earlier.  In  some  works  of  Persian  historians  of  India,  I shall  mention 
only  the  Alamgimama  fill  and  the  Khafi  Khan  II  [123,  is  specified  that 
coins  in  the  name  of  Moghul  Emperor  Aurangzeb  (1858-1707)  were  struck 
in  Ladakh  with  the  mint  name  Tibet-i-Buzurg  (Great  Tibet).  This  event 
must  have  have  taken  place  in  1665.  Unfortunately  no  such  specimen 
has  yet  been  discovered. 

All  coins  in  the  hoard  though  to  some  extent  weakly  struck  are  in  mint 
condition.  The  debased  (forged)  pieces,  too.  The  hoard  must  have  been 
formed  towards  the  1820's.  Unfortunately  I could  not  get  any  information 
about  the  way  these  coins  took  up  so  far  from  Ladakh  to  Kalimpong  on 
the  Sikkimese  border.

GR  AT  IAN  - ROMAN  EMPEROR 
AT  16!

Not  every  seven  year  old  kid  becomes  a co-emperor  of  Rome,  but  Gratian 
became  one. 

GRATIAN,  whose  full  name  was  Flavius  Gratianus,  was  the  eldest  son  of 
Emperor  Valentinian  I and  Severina,  being  born  in  Sirmium,  in  the 
Roman  Province  of  Pannonia,  in  359  A.D.  In  367  he  was  elevated  by  his 
father  to  the  rank  of  Augustus  (co-emperor)  at  Ambiani  (now  Amiens. 
France) . 

Following  his  father's  death  in  375,  he  became  the  sole  ruler  of  the 
Western  division  of  the  Empire,  while  his  uncle,  Valens,  reigned  in 
the  East.  His  half-brother,  Valentinian  II,  was  raised  to  the  rank  of 
Augustus  at  this  time  and  was  nominally  associated  in  the  government. 

After  the  catastrophe  at  Hadrianopolis  on  August  9,  378,  when  Valens 
was  defeated  and  killed  by  the  Goths,  the  sovereignty  of  the  Eastern 
Empire  devolved  upon  Gratian.  Feeling  himself  unequal  to  the  task  of 
ruling  both  empires,  in  379  he  appointed  the  Roman  soldier-general  Theo- 
dosius (who  later  ruled  as  Theodosius  I)  to  succeed  Valens  in  the  East. 

In  the  reign  of  Gratian,  orthodox  Christianity,  for  the  first  time,  be- 
came dominant  throughout  the  Roman  Empire.  The  persecution  by  the  em- 
peror of  non-Christian  Romans,  and,  afterwards,  of  heretic  Christians, 
alienated  great  numbers  of  his  subjects;  and  his  fondness  for  frivo- 
lous amusements  and  ignoble  associates  earned  him  the  contempt  of  the 
army . 

Consequently,  the  insurgent  Magnus  Clemens  Maximus  led  a revolt  in 
Britain  and  was  proclaimed  emperor  by  the  Roman  legions  there. 

Deserted  by  his  own  soldiers,  who  rallied  to  the  standard  of  the  new 
emperor,  Gratian  fled  in  the  direction  of  the  Alps,  but  was  overtaken, 
captured  and  murdered  at  Lugdunum  (now  Lyons,  France)  on  August  25, 

383,  at  the  age  of  24. 

His  coins  were  minted  in  fifteen  mints  throughout  the  Empire.  Coinage 
was  produced  in  gold,  silver,  copper  (like  the  AE3  pictured  here)  and 
orichalcum  (an  alloy  of  copper  and  zinc  resembling  gold  or  brass).

Illustrated  are  a revenue  stamp  of  Romania  from  1915,  commemorating 
Marcus  Ulpius  Trajanus,  and  part  of  a bronze  sestertius , dating  around 
A.D.  107  and  showing  his  portrait.  Above  the  forehead  is  seen  part  of 
his  titles:  DA,  the  abbreviation  of  Dacia.  This  territory  corresponds 
to  the  western  two-thirds  of  modern  Romania. 


Between  101  and  107,  Trajan  waged  a war  of  extermination  against  the 
Dacians.  Their  king  was  Decebalus,  and  their  capital  was  Sarmizege- 
thusa,  near  the  Iron  Gate  pass.  The  Romans  built  a single  span  bridge 
across  the  Danube  at  Drobetae,  opposite  Turnu  Severinu.  The  Dacians 
were  driven  out  of  their  best  land  and  a large  population  from  Dalma- 
tia and  Asia  Minor  resettled  in  their  places.  Latin  became  the  langu- 
age of  Dacia,  to  survive,  an  enclave  among  Slavic  and  Magyars,  as  mo- 
dern Romania.  Another  Romance  language  spoken  in  the  Balkans  until  the 
18th  century  was  Croatian.  In  Rome  the  Column  of  Trajan  still  stands, 
a detailed  history  of  the  Dacian  conquests  all  demonstrated  in  pictures. 
Always  a trouble  spot,  Dacia  was  lost  to  the  Roman  Empire  in  255  or 

Trajan,  a native  of  Spain,  is  shown  in  portraits  as  a big 
man,  with  broad  forehead  and  flat  face;  a man  of  action 
and  a fighter.  His  reign  is  remembered  favorably.  (A 
9 Pesetas  stamp  of  Spain  shown  at  left.) 

The  illustrated  coin  has  on  its  reverse  the  inscription 
S. P.Q.R. OPTIMO. PRINC(PI) . S.C:  and  on  the  obverse  IMP  CAES 
NERVAE  (T)RAIANO  AVG  GER  DAC  P M TRP  C0(S  V P P) . The  GER 
refers  to  his  victories  in  Germany. 

In  recent  years  the  native  country  of  Trajan  - Spain,  issued  a stamp 
in  his  honor  - on  25  June  1974,  shown  above.

While  many  of  the  towns  which  issued  notgeld  for  collectors  multiplied 
their  issues  (and  thereby  their  profits)  by  making  insignificant  alter- 
ations in  existing  series,  Kahla  is  notable  for  its  several  distinct 
issues.  Dr.  Keller  listed  seven  series,  #1462k  through  1462s  (essent- 
ially, k=l  and  m=o) . 

One  of  these  series  is  outstanding,  not  only  among  the  issues  of  Kahla 
but  even  within  the  entire  field  of  collector  issues.  This  remarkable 
series  is  Keller's  1462s,  the  Political  Series,  assigned  the  number 
541k  by  Pick  and  Siemsen. 

There  are  six  notes  in  the  set,  which  bears  the  issued  date  of  December 
1,  1921.  Their  face  value  is  seventy-five  pfennigs.  Measuring  about 
128  x 86  mm,  they  are  well-printed  in  offset  color  lithography  on  a 
rather  heavy  paper  stock  by  Himmer  in  Augsburg.  As  is  usual  with  ser- 
ies notes,  all  have  the  same  obverse.  In  this  case  the  obverse  is 
pictorial,  showing  the  lower  part  of  a tree.  What  we  take  to  be  fal- 


ling leaves  turn  out,  on  close  inspection,  to  be  rectangular  objects. 
The  artist  (who  signs  himself  Olaf  G.)  is  comparing  the  notgeld  issues 
to  the  innumerable  dead  leaves  of  autumn. 

The  reverses  of  the  notes  being  unnumbered,  I have  arranged  them  as  a 
single  anti-French  note,  a pair  of  anti-French  notes,  a pair  of

anti-German  notes,  and,  finally,  the  climactic  anti-humanity  note. 


The  first  anti-French 
note  it  titled  "The  German 
Spook  in  Paris"  and  is 
dated  Christmas  Eve,  1921- 
1922.  A skeleton  is  past- 
ing an  announcement  on 
an  advertising  column. 

The  announcement  is  taken 
from  the  Book  of  Daniel 
and  bears  the  words  Daniel 
translated  for  King  Bel- 
shazzaar:  "You've  had  it, 

Buddy." 

The  pair  of  anti-French 
notes  are  titled  "The 
German  Mercury."  Mercury 
is,  of  course,  the  god  of 
commerce  and  here  repre- 
sents German  trade.  He 
is  bound  to  a tree  stump 
and  is  being  pin-cushioned 
with  arrows  a la  Saint 
Sebastian  by  a corpulent 
archer  labelled  R.F. 
(Republic  francaise) . 

In  the  first  picture  he 
is  pulling  an  arrow  from 
his  chest  and  in  the  sec- 
ond, while  the  archer 
pauses  to  wipe  his  brow, 
Mercury  uses  the  bloody 
arrow  to  write  down  the 
order  he  is  receiving  over 
the  telephone.

The  next  two  notes  seem  to  be  a comment  on  contemporary  Germany.  On 
the  first  a group  of  people  are  riasing  their  steins  together.  The 
caption  reads  "Strong  beer  makes  unity."  On  the  second  note  the  people 
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have  separated  enough  that  we  can  see  that  we  have  in  the  group  a farm- 
er, a businessman,  a scientist,  a military  man,  a lady(?)  or  two.  The 
caption  reads,  "Unity  makes  strength." 


The  final  note  in  the  ser- 
ies seems  to  sum  it  all 
up.  Sad  Sack  is  sweeping 
up.  Tossed  into  the  rub- 
bish we  see  the  Bible  and 
several  sheets  of  paper 
being  discarded  notions: 

Do  right  and  fear  no  man. 

Be  united,  peaceful,  agree- 
able . 

Love  thy  neighbor  as  thy- 
self . 

Pray  and  work. 

Always  practice  probity 
and  truth. 

Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

Thou  shalt  not  kill. 

Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery .

December  of  1921  was  a hard 
year  in  Germany . It  seems 
to  me  improbable  that  these 
six  notes  made  it  any  eas- 
ier.

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EAST  AFRICA  - KING  EDWARD  VITI  COINS

King  Edward  VIII  reigned  for  Eleven  months  only  in  1936.  East  Africa 
was  one  of  the  four  territories  of  the  British  Empire  whose  coins  were 
minted  with  the  name  Edward  VITI.  The  other  Countries  were  British 
West  Africa,  Fiji  and  New  Guinea. 


Edward's  East  Africa  5 cents 

The  Coins  which  were  minted  are  five  cents  and  ten  cents  pieces.  Both 
coins  are  with  holes  which  precludes  the  use  of  the  King’s  effigy.  How- 
ever, the  dies  could  be  prepared  quickly  as  what  was  needed  was  to 
change  the  name. 

The  five  and  ten  cents  coins  are  dated  1936  (Yeoman  25  & 26) . The 
following  quantities  were  minted.

The  mintmark  H,  means  the  coins  were  minted  at  The  Mint,  Birmingham 
Limited  (formerly  known  as  Ralph  Heaton  & Sons).  The  mintmark  KN 
means  the  coins  were  minted  at  I.C.I.  Metals  Limited,  also  in  Birming- 
ham. The  coins  without  mintmark  were  minted  at  the  Royal  Mint,  London. 

There  was  much  hoarding  of  Edward  VIII  Coins  in  East  Africa  and  the 
U.K.  and  it  is  always  easy  to  get  the  Edward  VIII  coins  in  uncirculated 
condition,  while  to  get  other  coins  of  East  Africa  in  uncirculated  con- 
dition is  very  difficult. 

The  obverse  of  the  East  Africa  10  cents  of  1936  occurs  muled  with  the 
reverse  of  the  1936  one  penny  of  Edward  VIII  for  British  West  Africa. 
This  coin  circulated  in  West  Africa  and  is  usually  not  collected  by 
collectors  of  East  Africa. 
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Some  collectors  of  King  Edward  VIII  Coins  have  found  coins  with  the 
mintmark  KHN  and  KNH  besides  the  mintmark  H and  KN.  These  are  not 
new  mintmarks.  In  both  the  mintmarks  either  the  H or  the  KN  is  al- 
ways fainter  than  the  other.  In  fact  it  is  like  a "Ghost"  effect. 

The  reason  is  that  the  Royal  Mint  prepares  the  master  punch  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  dies  bearing  both  mintmarks.  The  unwanted  mintmark 
or  both  mintmarks  are  then  removed  from  the  die  or  very  occasionally 
from  the  punches.  Sometimes  the  obliterat ion  is  not  thorough  enough 
and  so  a weak  mintmark  is  left  along  with  a strong  one,  or  a weak  mint- 
mark  is  left  on  a coin  minted  at  the  Royal  Mint.  This  is  very  common 
for  King  Edward  VIII  coins  of  East  Africa  and  other  Coins  of  East 
Africa .

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A CURIOUS  PAIR  OF  RUSSI AN  FANTASIES

General  T.F.  de  Schubert's  1857  catalogue  of  Russian  coins  from  1547  to 
1855  contains  an  interesting  reference  to  two  "pattern"  copper  pieces 
from  the  reign  of  Peter  III:  one  of  four  Kopecks,  the  other  of  Two 
Kopecks,  dated  1762.  They  resemble  precisely  the  regular  coppers  of 
the  same  value  issued  that  year,  but  show  the  value  instead  as  Two 
Grosh  (ABA  TPOfflA)  and  Grosh  (rPOHIB).

The  two-grosh  piece  is  Schubert  No.  717,  the  Grosh,  No.  718.  In 
addition  to  the  specimens  in  his  collection,  Schubert  cites  specimens 
in  the  Pogodin  collection  which  had  been  bought  by  the  Government 
before  1857  and  incorporated  into  the  Hermitage  Collection. 

The  pieces  are  attractively  illustrated  on  colored  paper,  embossed 
Plate  No.  XXIII.  The  spacing  in  the  words  flBA  rPOLUA  and  TPIllb  re- 
spectively, is  in  each  case  awkward;  and  the  conclusion  is  inescap- 
able that  the  "patterns"  were  confected  by  tooling  out  the  old  values 
and  hand-engraving  in  the  new. 

Chaudoir,  some  20  years  before,  had  not  been  beguiled  by  these  fan- 
tasies, nor  were  any  later  authors  that  I know  of.

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THE  'MARIA  THERESA'  ON  THE  EASTERN  COAST  OF  AFRICA

The  Eastern  Coast  of  Africa  has  had  long  historic  and  economic  ties 
with  the  Arabian  and  Middle  Eastern  Countries.  The  monsoon  winds  made 
sailing  easy  both  ways  and  even  small  dhows  could  make  the  journey  eas- 
ily- In  the  beginning  the  trade  was  by  barter.  With  more  trade  and 
more  people  visiting  the  Eastern  Coast  various  coins  were  accepted. 

One  of  the  coins  that  became  extremely  popular  was  the  Maria  Theresa 
thaler.  This  coin  was  originally  minted  in  Austria  in  1780.  The  coin 
is  40  mm  in  diameter  and  is  .833  fine  silver.  The  weight  is  28.0668 
grams. 

The  coin  became  popular  in  the  Middle  East  and  Aden  (where  the  coin  was 
the  legal  tender),  and  thereafter  in  Ethiopia,  Somalia,  Uganda,  Tangan- 
yika and  Mozambique.  Because  of  the  popularity  of  the  coin  it  has  been 
restruck  at  various  mints  around  the  world. 

The  reason  why  the  coin  became  popular  with  many  various  tribes  was  the 
lettered  edge.  This  rendered  the  coin  immune  from  clipping. 

The  beautiful  design  also  helped  in  making  the  coin  popular.  The  coin 
was  the  standard  coinage  up  to  1890,  on  the  Eastern  Coast. 

With  the  increase  in  trade  between  India  and  Zanzibar  and  influence  of 
the  British  in  Zanzibar  the  Indian  Rupee  became  the  circulating  coin. 

The  Maria  Theresa  thaler  lost  its  importance  in  late  1890  when  the 
coin  was  not  accepted  by  the  Government  of  Zanzibar  for  custom  dues. 
However,  the  one  Ryal  minted  by  the  Zanzibar  Government  (Yeo.  5)  is 
similar  to  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  in  many  ways. 

In  German  East  Africa  (now  Tanzania) , the  German  Government  in  move  to 
consolidate  its  influence  forbid  the  use  of  Maria  Theresa  thalers.  How- 
ever, the  coinage  introduced  by  the  German  Government  was  similar  to 
existing  coinage.  They  minted  2 Rupee  coins,  in  place  of  the  Maria 
Theresa  thaler.  But  they  did  not  make  the  coin  exactly  equivalent  to 
the  Maria  Theresa  as  that  would  have  meant  that  both  coins  would  have 
circulated  at  par,  which  they  did  not  want. 

In  Portuguese  East  Africa,  now  Mozambique,  the  Maria  Theresa  thaler  was 
counterstamped  from  1888  to  1895  with  a circular  die  with  letters  P.  M. 
and  CROWN.  This  was  done  so  that  the  authorities  could  keep  a check 
on  the  coinage. 

The  Maria  Theresa  thaler  retained  its  importance  in  Ethiopia  for  a long 
time.  The  whole  economy  of  Ethiopia  prospered  with  the  introduction  of 
Maria  Theresa  thalers.  There  was  a stabilization  of  trade  values. 

The  coins  minted  by  Emperor  Menelik  II  were  similar  to  the  thalers, 
and  were  exchanged  at  par.  The  Talari  also  had  a lettered  edge  like 
the  thalers.  The  British  Military  authority  expedition  to  Ethiopia  in 
1940-41  carried  the  Maria  Theresa  coins  with  them  to  pay  the  local  popu- 
lation for  purchases.  These  coins  were  minted  in  Bombay.  The  troops 
were  paid  with  the  coins  of  East  Africa.  The  Maria  Theresa  coin  was 
made  equivalent  by  the  British  to  about.  East  Africa  2 Shillings  50  cents. 
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After  the  end  of  the  Second  World  War  the  Maria  Theresa  coins  was  only 
used  in  certain  parts  of  Ethiopia,  and  it  is  believed  that  their  use 
has  slowly  died  out.

WORLD  FOOD  DAY  F.A.O.  ISSUES

Specialist  collectors  of  the  F.A.O.  coinages  way  or  may  not  have  not- 
iced that  October  18,  1981  was  the  first  designated  "WORLD  FOOD  DAY". 

In  relation  to  this,  Turkey  has  issued  two  special  WFD  coins  which 
really  belong  with  the  F.A.O.  coinage.  The  first  one  is  a silver 
feT1500  piece  which  has  a face  value  of  about  $15.00  US.  The  second 
coin  is  an  aluminum  piece  of  feT20,  about  20  cents  US.  Both  coins 
are  about  31mm  in  diameter,  with  reeded  edges  and  brilliant  surf aces . 
Designs  are  the  same  with  the  denomination  within  a wreath  of  barley 
(?)  and  wheat  stems.  The  reverses  read  "16  EKIM  (16  October)  DUNYA 
(World)  BESINGUNU  (Food  Day)".  There  is  a plow  and  what  may  be  the 
stump  of  an  olive  tree.  Below  this  latter  is  a tiny  globe  with  "WORLD 
FOOD  DAY"  around  its  circumference  with  "FAO"  and  the  date  within  the 
radials.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  this  is  the  first  time  English 
language  has  been  used  on  a Turkish  coin. 

Of  possible  additional  interest  to  F.A.O.  collectors  is  the  fact  that 
the  F.A.O.  countries,  some  60,  have  issued  a total  of  125  stamps  with 
the  same  emblem  as  a part  of  their  individual  designs.  Albums  with 
the  complete  set  of  stamps  are  obtainable  from  F.A.O.  organizations 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  Rome,  Paris  and  Sutton,  U.K.  at  a cost  of  $55  US. 
Since  collecting  related  stamps  and  coins  seems  to  have  become  somewhat 
fashionable,  I though  readers  might  be  interested.

In  Mexico  the  groom  gave  his  bride  13  of  these  tokens  at  their  wedding. 
They  started  out  as  gold  tokens,  but  every  one  could  not  afford  gold  so 
gold  plated,  silver  and  copper  tokens  were  used.  They  date  back  a good 
long  time  as  a custom  of  Mexico. 


This  one  is  gold  plated  (very  slight  plating)  showing  the  Mexican  eagle 
and  the  inscription  RECURDO  MATRIMONIAL.  While  the  reverse  shows  a large 
church.  Many  many  varieties  of  these  tokens  are  known.  The  late  Erma 
Stevens  wrote  a very  good  article  on  them  published  in  Mexico  in  the 
early  1970's.

For  those  of  you  who  were  wondering  (but  didn’t 
want  to  ask),  the  AVG  after  Anthony's  name  refers  to  his  role  as 
Augur. 

Mark  Anthony,  Shakespeare's  hero,  who  had  been  out  of  the  army  and  into 
politics  for  a while  now,  had  long  since  fallen  into  the  debauchery  of 
the  gay  Roman  nite  life.  He  was  puffed  up,  red  eyed  and  getting  a 
paunch  when  Caesar,  in  remembrance  of  past  campaigns,  tried  to  rehabili- 
tate him  by  naming  him  Consul  for  that  year  of  years,  4 4 B.C.  Talk 
about  being  smiled  upon  by  Fortune:  here  he  was  on  the  down  and  out 
when,  incredible  to  relate,  the  assassination  left  him  head  of  the  whole 
Roman  State!  An  inspired  funeral  oration,  and  the  avaricious  advice  of 
his  wife  Fulvia  to  have  the  huge  casket  of  gold  coins,  state  and  person- 
al (Caesar  sort  of  kept  them  mixed),  immediately  brought  from  Caeasar's 
house  to  his  own;  of  course  making  it  sound  official  to  Calpurnia,  who 
was  still  in  a daze  (Marcus  had  always  been  in  debt,  but  not  after  this). 
All  this,  along  with  his  new  role,  combined  overnite  to  give  him  a new 
air  of  authority  which  no  one  even  questioned.  And,  bolstered  consider- 
ably by  all  those  who  automatically  look  up  to  and  admire  power,  he 
really  began  to  live  up  to  his  new  greatness.  And  again,  with  the  sage 
advice  of  Fulvia,  he  seemed  to  be  making  all  the  right  moves.  Until, 
that  is  young  Octavian  whom  he  unwisely  attempted  to  ignore  at  first, 
came  along. 

Now  Octavian  (a.k.a.  young  Caesar;  on  coins  'Caesar  Divi  F'  Cson  of  the 
god  Caesarl)  around  whom  a considerable  portion  of  the  military  veterans 
rallied,  inflicting  a minor  defeat  onsome  of  Rome's  (now  Anthony's)  army 
in  Cisalpine  Gaul,  causing  Anthony  to  hustle  out  of  Rome  and  up  north 
to  head  up  his  troops.  It  was  this  period  of  hardy,  rugged,  long  days 
on  horseback  in  the  northern  sun  and  fresh  air,  that  day  by  day,  bit  by 
bit,  knocked  off  pounds,  hardened  up  muscles,  tanned  up  the  face  and 
brought  back  the  Anthony  we  are  use  to  seeing  in  the  movies.  Anthony 
owes  a lot  to  both  Caesars.  Eventually,  they  came  to  terms,  and  even 
lent  things  an  air  of  respectability  by  bringing  in  the  patrician  Lepi- 
dus;  then,  forming  a triumvirate,  dividing  the  Empire  into  three  parts, 
East,  West,  and  South(?),  with  each  to  be  master  in  his  part  of  the  world. 
Poor  Lepidus;  if  only  he  had  been  perceptive  enough  to  realize,  when 
they  next  split  up  the  Roman  Armed  Forces,  with  Anthony  getting  the 
Army,  Octavian,  the  Navy,  and  he  the  Air,  that  he  was  being  worsted. 

But  Lepidus  kept  his  appointment  with  oblivion,  and  the  Empire  was  sud- 
denly too  small  for  two.  Anthony,  during  this  period,  had  been  back-

sliding,  boozing  and  wenching  and  some  of  the  Oriental  depravity  all 
took  their  toll.  So  when  the  showdown  came,  he  blew  it,  and  wound  up > 
in  30  B.C.,  doing  the  usual,  losing-Roman  general  bit,  and,  to  be  fair, 
he  did  it  well,  going  out,  according  to  Shakespeare,  with  another  in- 
spired oration.

A HOARD  OF  THE  SECOND  REPUBLIC  COINAGE  OF  MILAN

The  period  of  the  second  Republic  of  Milan  (1447-1500)  was  one  which 
rested  on  the  brink  of  disaster.  The  death  of  Filippo  Maria  Visconti, 
August  13,  1447,  caused  the  selection  of  "twenty-four  Captains  and 
Defenders  of  Liberty"  to  rule  the  city.  ( Cambridge  Medieval  History 3 
VII,  p.  212),  This  was  the  creation  of  the  Ambrosian  Republic;  the 
twenty-four  failed,  however,  to  establish  peace  and  accord  within  the 
city,  and  could  not  manage  its  military  needs.  This  shaky  republic  was 
surrounded  by  the  shadowy  threat  of  neighboring  vultures:  Frederick  III 
of  Germany,  Alfonso  of  Aragon,  Charles  of  Orleans;  Venice,  Florence  and 
Savoy. 

The  spoils  eventually  were  plucked  by  Francisco  Sforza,  the  Italian  sol- 
dier of  fortune  who,  after  defeating  the  rivals  (or  they  fell  by  the 
wayside),  and  moved  in  upon  the  sentiments  of  the  struggling,  quarrel- 
ling and  failing  leaders  and  citizens  of  the  republic.  "...Amid  wild 
scenes  of  enthusiasm  the  gates  were  opened  to  the  entrance  of  the  con- 
queror". (Potter,  The  Coinage  of  Milan,  p.  12).  Thusly,  a new  duke  ap- 
peared, and  eventually  rewarded  Milan's  citizens  with  outstanding 
leadership,  a new  economy,  and  revived  recognition. 

It  was  during  the  Ambrosian  Republic's  period  of  gasping,  fruitless 
striving,  that  this  hoard  of  billon  denaros  was  deposited.  These 
specimens  show  little  actual  wear.  In  many  cases  the  silver  content 
is  in  very  heavy  evidence.  As  is  so  frequently  evidenced  in  Medieval 
times,  the  dies  were  of  fine  quality,  but  striking  methods  were  less 
critical.  Ten  percent  of  this  hoard  are  denaros  of  Filippo  Maria  Vis- 
conti (1412-1447).  Two  percent  represent  like  pieces  of  Giovanni  Vis- 
conti (1402-1412),  and  these  are  in  worn  condition.  Another  two  per- 
cent is  small  billon  of  the  Venetian  Doge,  Francesco  Foscari  (1423-57).

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YUNTS  EM  R E COMMEMORATIVE  FESTIVAL  MEDAL

Relevant  to  the  "Yunis  Emre  Culture  and  Art  Festival,  which  is  held 
every  year  in  early  May  in  E§kisehir,  it  was  decided  to  issue  a com- 
memorative medal  in  1981,  both  to  add  more  attraction  to  the  Festival 
and  to  attract  collectors  interest. 

Unfortunately  there  is  no  single  reliable  source  of  information  on  Yunis 
Emre.  However,  he  is  known  through  tradition  and  rumors  as  a very  famous 
Turkish  poet  who  lived  in  E§kisehir  between  the  years  1238  and  1320.  In- 
terpretation of  his  poems  (Divan)  was  arranged  about  85  years  after  his 
death . 

His  poems  were  rather  popular  among  the  local  communities  and  read  in 
coffee-houses  and  convents  of  dervishes  and  this  resulted  in  very  many 
stories  about  his  personality  and  life,  and  in  various  parts  of  Central 
Anatolia  one  can  see  some  monuments  to  him  and  his  grave. 

He  was  a folk  poet  reflecting  the  ideas  and  feelings  of  various  commu- 
nities. In  Yunis  Emre's  poems,  very  deep  feelings  and  perceptions  are 
usually  expressed  in  a very  simple  understandable  way.  The  most  common 
subject  observed  in  his  poems  is  the  love  for  the  God  and  the  human 
beings  based  on  Islamic  Philosophy.  He  is  also  the  producer  and  Founder 
of  the  Turkish  Literature  and  Turkish  Language,  especially  developed  in 
Central  Anatolia  at  that  time. 

He  also  influenced  the  Turkish  lyric  poets,  especially  the  ones  who 
followed  Mevlana.  This  is  because  his  hymns  are  sung  in  the  convents. 
Furthermore,  he  has  also  been  effective  on  the  Turkish  poems  during  the 
Republic  period  of  Turkey.

And  to  the  right 
bottom  of  the  portrait  is  the  name  A.  Kumuk,  engraver  of  the  medal. 

Reverse  of  the  medal  (not  shown):  Yunis  Emre's  grave  in  Eskigehir  and 
his  birth  and  death  years  1240  and  1320  surround  it.  Beneath  the  in- 
scription translates:  Eskigehir  Tourism  Development  and  Expansion 

Society"  with  a bouquet  of  flowers  below. 

And  at  the  very  top  is  a very  famous  proverb  of  Yunis  Emre's:  "Sevelim, 
Sevilelim"  (Let's  Love,  Let's  be  Loved). 

Background  of  the  Development  of  the  Medal:  The  minting  of  the  medal 
is  the  result  of  close  cooperation  of  Eskigehir  Tourism  Manager  and 
Turkish  Numismatic  Society.  The  medal  was  designed  by  Uzay  Gedikli. 
Mould  and  minting  procedures  were  done  by  Avni  Kumuk,  previously  the 
Chief  Engraver  of  the  Istanbul  Mint. 

One  thing  we  point  out  much  to  our  regret,  a misprinting  of  the  letter 
"Z"  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  medal  in  "Turizimini" , on  all  of  the 
medals. 

The  total  mintage  is  1300  each  of  which  are  in  Proof  and  Relief  mintage. 
All  in  .900  fine  silver.  Diameter  36  mm.  Weight  is  approx.  20  gr. 

Edge  is  Plain.  Thickness  is  min.  1.12  mm  and  max.  2.04  mm.

WHAT  DO  I COMMEMORATE?

Austria,  2 Schillings,  1930  (Y-71) 


Both  sides  of  this  beautiful  coin 
have  multiple  meanings.  Let's 
start  with  the  reverse,  which  is 
common  to  several  Austrian  commem- 
orative coins.  It  contains  the 
Shield  of  Austria  over  the  denomin- 
ation and  the  Crests  of  the  nine 
Austrian  Empire  States;  Burgenland, 
Carinthia,  Lower  Austria,  Vienna, 
Upper  Austria,  Salzburg,  Styria, 
Tirol  and  Vorarlberg, 

Around  the  outer  edge  of  the  obverse  is  the  inscription  WALTHER  VON 
DER  VOGELWEIDE  with  the  date,  1930,  at  the  bottom.  This  Middle  High 
German  lyric  poet  and  minnesinger,  known  as  Walter  of  the  Bird  Meadow, 
is  shown  seated  with  his  chin  on  his  hand,  reading  from  a scroll.  He 
played  the  lyre  as  he  sang  his  poems,  read  from  the  scrolls.  The 
sword  reminds  us  of  his  intense  belief  in  German  freedom.  His  com- 
munion with,  and  love  of,  nature  is  signified  by  the  birds  and  his 
crest,  in  the  form  of  a caged  bird,  is  at  the  left-center. 

This  .640  fine  silver  coin  with  a mintage  of  500,000  commemorates  the 
700th  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Vogelweide.  It  is  the  Austrian  2 
Schillings  of  1930,  29mm  in  diameter  and  a gross  weight  of  12  grams 
with  a reeded  edge. 
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A HERO  OF  ISRAEL

In  some  countries  as  for  example  Austria  commemorative  coins  are  struck 
regularly  with  a vew  to  celebrating  certain  historic  events  or  commemo- 
rating the  births  or  deaths  of  individuals  who  hold  an  important  place 
in  their  history.  Following  this  trend,  the  State  of  Israel  commenced 
striking  coins  of  this  type  soon  after  attaining  its  independence  in 
1948.  Even  though  these  pieces  were  decreed  legal  tender  by  the  state, 
they,  and  especially  those  minted  more  recently,  may  by  some  numisma- 
tists be  considered  only  coin-medallions,  since  they  were  struck  not 
for  circulation  but  as  keep-sakes.  Nevertheless  they  are  most  inter- 
esting and  make  up  a very  nice  collection.  There  are  two  good  reasons 
for  this.  To  a person  of  the  Jewish  faith  anywhere  in  the  world,  they 
obviously  have  considerable  sentimental  value  as  they  remind  him  of  the 
proud  history  of  his  people.  To  other  numismatists  not  involved  this 
way,  these  coins  should  appeal  for  their  artistic  achievement,  and  in 
fact  they  should  be  seen  and  judged  in  this  light.  In  the  field  of 
coin  design  as  well  as  in  the  art  of  production  they  are  absolute  win- 
ners. Most  of  the  designs  are  unconventional  yet  very  effective  and 
pleasing  to  the  eye. 

The  person  or  event  commemorated  on  these  coins  may  be  unbeknown  to  many 
collectors  as  they  may  neither  be  au  fait  with  the  history  of  the  Jewish 
people  nor  with  that  of  the  State  of  Israel.  In  1980  a silver  coin  of 
25  Sheqel  was  struck  commemorating  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  Zeev  (Vladimir)  Jabotinsky. 


Zeev  Jabotinsky  Silver  Cctmem. 


Jabotinsky  was  born  in  Imperial  Russia  in  the  year  1880,  at  a time  the 
Russian  Jews,  deprived  of  all  civil  rights,  were  living  in  constant  fear 
of  pogroms,  which  were  common  occurances.  Jabotinsky  would  not  pas- 
sively accept  this  ever-existing  threat  to  himself  and  his  people,  and 
in  Odessa,  in  1903,  he  joined  the  first  self-defense  corps  organized  by 
Jewish  students.  He  was  a gifted  young  man  with  great  linguistic  tal- 
ents, He  became  a journalist  and  as  such  made  a name  for  himself  in 
the  Russian  liberal  journalistic  world.  After  yet  another  brutal  pro- 
grom  he  was,  by  virtue  of  his  literary  efforts,  instrumental  in  the 
formation  of  a number  of  similar  self-defense  units  throughout  Russia. 
Not  content  to  only  fight  for  Jewish  rights  in  Czarist  Russia,  he  also 
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strove  for  the  creation  of  Hebrew  schools  in  the  outside  world  and  for 
a Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem.  His  dream  was  "Zion  is  Ours",  and  he 
did  everything  in  his  power  to  make  this  dream  come  true.  Early  during 
World  War  I he  realized  that  it  would  be  far  better  for  the  Jewish  par- 
ticipants on  the  Allied  side  to  fight  in  a Jewish  unit  rather  than  as 
individuals  in  many  sections  of  the  Allied  command.  This  would  facili- 
tate a demand  later-on  for  the  fulfilment  of  their  aspirations,  for  a 
national  homeland  in  what  was  then  called  Palestine,  at  that  time  under 
Turkish  domination.  Although  not  supported  by  the  leadership  of  the 
Zionist  Movement,  his  agitation  in  England  for  the  establishment  of  an 
armed  Jewish  force  to  assist  in  the  liberation  of  Palestine  was  finally 
successful.  In  August,  1917  a Jewish  regiment  called  the  Jewish  Legion 
was  formed  in  England.  This  unit,  in  which  Jabotinsky  served  as  a 
Lieutenant,  was  incorporated  in  the  British  Army  under  General  Allenby 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  battle  for  Palestine.  The  Turks  were 
ousted.  Palestine  occupied  by  the  British  Army  became  a British  Mandate 
after  the  war. 
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In  1920,  after  having  been  demobilized,  Jabotinsky  expected  an  outbreak 
of  pogroms  in  Palestine.  Some  of  the  Arabs  living  there  resented  the 
growth  of  Jewish  nationalism  as  well  as  the  increase  in  the  Jewish  popu- 
lation. The  British  did  not  act  to  protect  the  latter.  Thus,  as  he  had 
done  some  17  years  earlier  in  Russia,  he  now  organized  in  Palestine  the 
first  self-defense  corps,  which  thereafter  did  in  fact  restrict  the  ac- 
tivities of  Arab  mobs.  His  action  in  this  regard  however  was  strictly 
against  the  law  in  force  under  British  military  rule.  Being  arrested  he 
was  sentenced  to  15  years  hard  labor  and  imprisoned  at  the  fortress  in 
Acre.  Claiming  self-defense  to  be  a natural  right,  he  was  determined 
to  have  his  sentence  squashed.  After  a lengthy  judicial  struggle  he  wa 
set  free  on  condition  that  he  left  the  mandated  territory,  not  to  retur 
to  it.  The  military  administration  was  also  now  replaced  with  a civil 
one. 
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In  1921  Jabotinsky  joined  the  Zionist  Organization's  Executive,  which 
had  been  formed  by  Chaim  Weizmann  who  in  1948  was  to  become  Israel's 
first  President.  In  1923  Jabotinsky  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this 
organization's  policy  towards  Great  Britain,  which  country  had  failed 
to  carry  out  its  obligatory  duties  incorporated  in  the  Mandate,  was  not 
positive  enough  and  showed  no  results.  Hence  he  left  the  Executive  and 
established  a new,  the  Betar,  movement,  to  be  followed  two  years  later 
by  yet  another  movement.  Both  these  movements  adopted  a more  active 
and  a more  militant  policy  towards  Great  Britain.  They  were  not  only 
to  prepare  its  members  for  work  in  their  country- to-be,  but  equally  to 
give  them  military  training  which  may  be  - no,  would  be  - of  consider- 
able use  to  them.  Jabotinsky  was  realistic  enough  to  understand  that 
the  Jewish  people  would  ultimately  have  to  pay  the  same  price  for  their 
liberty  and  independence  as  others  had  done,  the  price  being  not  only 
toil  but  blood.  Out  of  these  two  new  movements  emerged  the  National 
Military  Organization,  the  Irgun  Zwai  Leumi,  and  the  Fighters  for  Free- 
dom of  Israel,  the  Lohamei  Herut  Israel. 

Trouble  was  brewing  in  Germany.  In  1933  Hitler  had  taken  over  that  t 
country,  and  it  became  more  obvious  every  day  that  the  Jewish  population 
there  was  doomed.  Jabotinsky  now  tried  to  manoeuvre  Great  Britain  into 
opening  the  doors  of  Palestine  for  unrestricted  immigration  to  the  home- 
less Jews.  This  did  not  suit  the  Arabs  living  in  Palestine  who  lately 
had  become  more  nationalistic  minded  and  more  militant.  Not  wanting  to 
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to  fall  foul  of  the  Arab  states,  most  of  which  supported  their  Palestin- 
ian brethren.  Great  Britain  preferred  not  to  listen  to  the  Jewish  pleas. 
Thus  the  Jewish  movements  in  and  outside  of  Palestine  were  forced  to  or- 
ganize illegal  immigration  to  save  European  Jewry  from  certain  destruc- 
tion. In  1937  Jabotinsky  himself  was  to  arrive  illegally  in  Palestine 
and,  assisted  by  the  Jewish  National  Military  Organization,  Irgun,  was 
to  start  a revolt  against  the  British  administration.  However,  whilst 
his  operation  was  still  in  the  planning  stage,  World  War  II  broke  out, 
and  the  operation  cancelled. 

Soon  after  the  war  had  started,  Jabotinsky  went  to  the  United  States  of 
America  heading  a delegation  which  called  for  the  creation  of  a Jewish 
Army  to  fight  against  Nazi  Germany.  It  was  also  envisaged  to  claim 
Palestine  as  a Jewish  homeland.  Whilst  negotiating  in  the  States, 
Jabotinsky  suddenly  died  in  1940. 

Although  fighting  all  his  life  for  the  establishment  of  a Jewish  state, 
he  still  found  the  time  to  write  poems,  articles,  novels  and  stories, 
which  were  read  by  Jews  throughout  the  world.  It  is  sad  that  Jabotinsky 
did  not  live  long  enough  to  see  his  dream  realized.  However,  he  was 
convinced  that  this  would  come  to  pass.  Only  eight  years  after  his 
death  Palestine  became  once  again  - after  almost  two  millennia  - a 
Jewish  state,  the  State  of  Israel.  In  his  will  Jabotinsky  had  stipu- 
lated that  his  remains  should  be  buried  at  the  place  of  his  death  and 
only  be  transferred  to  the  land  of  his  hopes  and  expectations,  a Jewish 
state,  by  order  of  the  government  of  that  state.  This  wish  was  carried 
out  in  1964.  Indeed,  Jabotinsky  was  a Hero  of  Israel. 

A description  of  the  coin  in  question  follows.  On  its  obverse  the  value 
of  25  Sheqel  appears  below  the  State-emblem  of  Israel.  Parallel  with 
the  rim  are  to  be  found  the  inscription  "Zeev  Jabotinsky  1880-1940" 

(the  dates  also  stated  in  Hebrew  writing),  the  word  "Israel"  in  Hebrew, 
English  and  Arabic,  and  the  year  of  issue  "1980"  (this  date  also  given 
in  Hebrew) . The  whole  of  the  reverse  is  taken  up  by  a portrait  of  Jabo- 
tinsky facing  slightly  to  the  left.  On  the  left  of  the  portrait  and 
parallel  with  the  rim,  his  name  appears  in  Hebrew  characters.  The 
diameter  of  the  coin  is  37  mm.,  the  rim  plain.

ECU  (Fr.  'Shield') 


The  Ecu  first  was  a gold  coin  of  France  created  in  the  reign  of 
Philip  IV  (1328-1350) . It  was  issued  in  several  dis  tinct  designs: 
porc-epic;  a la  couronne ; au  soleil;  au  bandeau;  aux  lunettes,  etc. 
After  2-1/2  centuries  the  Ecu  d'Argent  (silver  Ecu)  was  first  issued 
in  1641. 

Quart  d'ecu,  or  cardecu:  In  1625  this  coin  was  proclaimed  legal 

tender  in  England  for  a short  period,  since  the  London  Mint  was 
closed  due  to  an  outbreak  of  the  plague. 

Ecu  du  Parlement:  Silver  ecu  dated  1790  featuring  the  aged  bust  of 
King  Louis  XIV  (1643-1715).  The  Ecu  went  out  with  the  end  of  the 
kingdom,  but  for  a time  a 6 livres  piece  was  issued.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 


E.  A.  King.  Masonie  Chapter  Pennies.  Lawrence,  Mass.:  Quarterman 

Publications.  C.  1930,  Reprint  1981.  361pp.,  24  plates.  Available 

at  $35.00  from  5 South  Union  Street,  Lawrence,  Mass.  01843. 

Several  of  the  standard  reference  works  in  the  token  and  medal  fields 
are  notoriously  difficult  to  acquire,  and  as  a result  command,  for 
the  collector,  uncomfortably  high  prices  when  they  come  into  the  mar- 
ket. Recently,  several  worthwhile  steps  have  been  taken  to  alleviate 
the  scarcity  in  some  areas,  with  Quarterman  Publications  standing  be- 
hind many  of  the  initiatives. 

E.  A.  King's  Masonic  Chapter  Pennies 3 first  published  in  1930,  was 
such  a work.  An  outstanding  contribution  to  exonumismatic  scholar- 
ship, it  has  for  years  been  the  source  quoted  by  auction  houses,  re- 
searchers and  dealers'  price  lists  for  numerical  systems  and  background 
information.  As  such,  it  is  indispensable  to  the  collector  or  dealer 
in  Masonic  pieces.  Unfortunately,  until  recently,  copies  were  not 
easy  to  acquire. 

With  the  reprinting  earlier  last  year  came  a welcome  opportunity  for 
collectors  to  acquire  new  copies  of  the  work.  At  the  price  of  $35,  a 
modest  expenditure  for  any  numismatic  reference  book  today,  the  volume 
is  a worthwhile  investment  both  for  generalist  and  specialist. 

Masonic  Chapter  Pennies  contains  listings  for  State  and  Province  of 
the  U.S.A.  and  Canada  of  all  Mark  Pennies  which  were  known  to  the  com- 
piler. Undoubtedly,  the  Albert  M.  Hanauer  collection,  with  additions, 
upon  which  the  book  is  based,  will  remain  for  all  time  the  most  com- 
prehensive collection  of  North  American  masonic  tokens  ever  assembled, 
due  to  the  unique  apparatus  by  which  the  collection  was  formed.  Brief- 
ly, under  the  auspices  of  the  House  of  the  Temple,  several  of  the  lead- 
ing American  collections  of  the  1920 's  were  collated  and  formed  into 
one  whole,  following  which  various  manufacturers  and  all  unrepresented 
Chapters  were  invited  to  contribute  samples.  Many  pieces  would  not 
have  been  acquired  for  the  collection  except  on  the  understanding 
that  they  were  to  remain  permanently  a part  of  this  reference  collec- 
tion, and  it  is  thus  unlikely  that  the  holdings  will  ever  be  duplicated. 

Within  the  book,  the  reader  will  be  pleasantly  surprised  to  discover 
not  only  listings,  in  some  detail,  of  the  mark  pennies  from  across 
North  America,  but  also  numerous  short  discursi  on  various  aspects  of 
Freemasonry  and  famous  figures.  Some  passages  are  reproduced  from 
other  sources;  others  are  orignal  to  the  work.  As  a result,  the  work 
becomes  a fascinating  browser's  book,  particularly  for  the  uninitiated 
(into  Masonry  or  Mark  Penny  collecting!)  who  may  take  great  delight  in 
the  various  gems  of  information  strewn  throughout  the  listings. 

Although  it  would  be  a terrible  shame  to  mark  this  work  in  any  perman- 
ent medium,  it  should  perhaps  be  pointed  out  that  it  is  ideally  suited 
and  laid  out  for  use  as  a check-list  or  inventory,  though  clearly  that 
was  not  the  main  purpose  of  the  compiler. 

Masonic  Chapter  Pennies  was,  and  is,  a fine  work  of  scholarship.  It 
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will  prove  a valuable  source  of  reference  and  should  quickly  repay  the 
modest  investment  required  to  own  a copy.  Once  again,  the  thanks  of 
the  numismatic  community  are  due  to  Quarterman  Publications.

The  150  page  catalogue  section  of  this  volume,  cataloging  the  coins  of 
England  (1660-1981),  Ireland,  Jersey,  Guernsey,  Isle  of  Man  and  Lundy, 
and  also  British  Commonwealth  Crowns,  British  Commonwealth  Proof  Sets, 
British  Banknotes  and  British  War  Medals,  is  now  recognized  throughout 
the  British  Isles,  and  to  some  extent  in  North  America,  as  the  most 
updated  and  accurate  price  guide  for  these  series.  Prices  are  in  5 
conditions  from  Fine  through  Proof  and  mintage  figures  are  given. 
Photos  are  included  for  all  British  type  coins  but  not  for  the  other 
series.  The  pricing  for  each  series  is  done  by  an  expert  in  the 
series,  his  work  being  completed  just  before  press  time  so  prices  are 
up-to-date . 

Other  useful  reference  sections  include:  a 13  page  Numismatic  Direct- 

ory; Medal  Terms  and  Grading;  Specifications  of  United  Kingdom  Cur- 
rency; Major  Varieties  on  British  Coins;  Denominations  of  the  World; 
World  Mint -Marks ; Counterstamps;  Legends  and  Mottos  on  English  Coins; 

A Foreign  Numerical  Translation  Chart;  a Listing  of  Basic  Books  on 
Various  Phases  of  Numismatica;  and  Address  List  of  a mint  or  a bank 
in  almost  every  foreign  country  from  which  current  currency  coins 
may  be  ordered;  an  Address  List  of  Coin  Dealers  in  the  United  Kingdom 
with  charts  showing  the  various  series  of  coins  each  handles;  a Dir- 
ectory of  Coin  Auctioneers  in  the  United  Kingtom;  a Directory  of  Coin 
Clubs  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Republic  of  Ireland;  Caring  for 
a Coin  Collection;  an  illustrated  section  on  Grading  of  British  Coins; 
and  Banknote  Grading. 

In  addition  there  are  eight  feature  articles  new  to  this  edition  which 
include:  Coins  at  Auction  1980-1981;  Hammered  to  Milled  Coinage;  Col- 

lecting Unusual  Currency;  Collecting  British  Banknotes;  The  British 
Coinage  of  1882;  A Guide  to  the  Identification  of  Roman  Coins;  Ships 
on  Tokens  and  Coins  and  Medals  of  World  War  II. 

This  is  the  15th  consecutive  year  of  publication  for  the  YEAR  BOOK 
which  is  testimony  to  its  popularity.  I highly  recommend  it.

RENNIKS  AUSTRALIAN  COIN  AND  BANKNOTE  GUIDE 3 by  Dion  H.  Skinner.  Skin- 
ner and  Warnes,  59  Sheffield  St.,  Malvern,  South  Australia  5061,  Aus- 
tralia. $20.20  Australian  postpaid  seamail.  298pp,  stiff  cover, 
illus.,  7"  x 9-1/2". 

This  reference  catalogues  the  coins,  banknotes  and  tokens  of  Australia. 
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Valuations,  especially  those  for  uncirculated,  and  to  a lesser  extent 
for  EF  grades,  are  higher  than  in  the  previous  edition  due  to  the 
scarcity  of  material  in  these  grades  and  also  very  keen  bidding  by 
Australians  at  the  many  auctions  held  yearly  in  that  country. 

The  first  part  of  the  catalogue  is  devoted  to  Australian  sterling 
coinage  and  subsequently  decimal  coinage  issed  from  1911  to  date. 

All  type  coins  are  illustrated  as  well  as  important  die  varieties. 
Mintage  figures  and  valuations  in  6 conditions  from  VG  through  Proof 
are  given  for  each  date  and  mint  mark.  The  type  of  edge,  weight, 
size,  designer,  composition  and  legend  is  given  for  each  type  coin. 
Patterns,  including  the  1919-1921  square  penny  and  half-penny,  are 
illustrated  and  catalogued.  Proof  sets  and  uncirculated  sets  are 
also  catalogued. 

Australian  gold  coins  issued  from  1855-1931  are  catalogued  in  the  next 
section  with  valuations  in  6 conditions  from  VG  through  Proof  and  mint- 
ages for  each  mint  mark.  The  following  data  is  given  for  each  type 
gold  coin:  photo,  type  of  edge,  weight,  size,  composition  and  designer 

Australian  government  issued  banknotes  (1910-1981)  are  catalogued  in 
the  next  section  which  is  under  the  present  authorship  of  expert 
Michael  P.  Vort-Ronald.  A full  page  is  devoted  to  each  type  note  with 
a photo  of  both  sides,  historical  and  technical  data  concerning  the 
note,  the  notes  basic  color  and  the  size  of  the  note.  Various  variet- 
ies and  signature  combinations  are  catalogued  with  valuations  in  4 
conditions  from  Fine  to  Uncirculated.  Data  on  serial  numbers  is  pre- 
sented for  the  various  signature  types  and  varieties. 

A short  section  on  the  1813  Holey  Dollar  and  Dump  follows  the  banknote 
section.  Data  is  given  on  the  various  types  of  Spanish  8 Reales  coins 
that  were  counterstamped  and  holed  to  make  the  Holey  Dollars  and  Dumps. 
198  New  South  Wales  Holey  Dollars  have  been  verified  with  an  estimated 
1,000  Dumps  (the  center  part  of  the  Holey  Dollar).  A Holey  Dollar  is 
catalogued  at  $25,000  and  a Dump  at  $4,000. 

A complete  listing  of  currency  tokens  issued  in  Australia  and  New  Zeal- 
and from  1849-1881  is  given  in  the  last  half  of  the  catalogue.  The 
listing  is  alphabetical  according  to  the  issuer.  Each  token  is  illus- 
trated with  valuations  in  3 conditions  (VG , VF  and  EF) , a rarity  number 
the  diameter,  mint,  date  and  city  of  issue.  Die  varieties  are  illus- 
trated and  catalogued. 

A page  of  Australian  World  War  II  internment  camp  tokens  and  a page 
listing  Australian  coin  dealers  concludes  the  catalogue. 

The  catalogue  is  the  standard  reference  for  Australian  coins,  tokens 
and  banknotes.  It  is  as  usual  very  well  done.  Dion  Skinner  has  been 
cataloguing  Australian  coins  since  1964.
